St. Petersburg, Aug. 3—fl?lie 
gov- 


ernment is worried as to how far the 
army and navjr, the bulwark of the 
czar and monarchy, have been im- 
pregnated with the spirit of rebellion. 
Should a revolt in the army become 
general and the signs point that Avay, 
there would be no further Jiope for 
the carar and Ms government. So not 
to have the subjects know that a ser- 
ious mutiny is in progress so close to 
the capital, extraordinary steps have 
been taken to suppress the news. Be- 
ports from Reval and Abo, Finland, 
today were received showing that the 
disorders are spreading 
rxipidiy. 


There is no news from Sevastopol the 
great naval station on the BlacJc Sea, 
and this is regarded as significant. 
'l'he loyalty of the 
sailors 
of the 


Black. Sea fleets has been ia Joubt 
for months. The situation in Poland 
has becomo so serious thai the gov- 
ernor general has asked for permis- 
sion to declare a state ot" siege. 
Workmen's councils have given or- 
ders for a general strike. Conditions 
throughout the empire are undoubt- 
edly growing worse.

MUTINEERS 


Have Been Vanquished According to 


Rumors Current in City of 


singfors—Firing Stops. 


St. Petersburg, Aug. 2.—According 


to the latest information the great 
revolt at the Sveaborg fortress. Fin- 
land, has been suppressed. A dispatch 
from Helsingfors reads: 
The latest 


news from the fortress tends to con- 
firm the report that the mutineers 
have surrendered. The mutineers un- 
doubtedJy bad tbe upper hand until 
tbe battleships Slava and Czarevitch 
arrived on the scene and commenced 
to bombard them with such telling 
effect Uw»t the central magazine was 
Mown HJ» and the biggest guns in the 
hands of the revolntioaists were ren- 
dered practically useless. 
Comman- 


der Toget and 2.000 loyal infantrymen 
then snrrounded the barracks. They 
•were «n<5er continual fire from the 
revolutionists.

Cronstadt received timely, warning of 
the events at Sveaborg and nipped a 
possible revolt in the bud. 


There was a rumor in circulation 


here that four of the ships of the 
Baltic squadron were in complete mu- 
tiny and roaming at large in the Gulf 
of Finland, and that the commandant 
at Cronstadt had been notified to be 
prepared for an attack by these ves- 
sels. It is worthy of note that a dis- 
patch to an official agency from Hel- 
singfors 
announcing the arrival of 


the fleet off Sveaborg, and the fact 
that it opened flre, does not mention 
what it opened fire against. 


The commandant at Cronstadt or- 


dered the confiscation of newspapers 
from St. Petersburg in order to pre- 
vent the news of the outbreak at 
Sveaborg from reaching the island- 
ers. The measure was fairly success- 
ful. 


Broke Out Monday. 


Helsingfors, Aug. 2.—The Sveaborg 


mutiny first broke out Monday among 
a sapper battalion which had been 
disarmed in the fortress. 
The artil- 


lery joined in the revolt, and together 
the mutineers took possession of the 
forts. The commander of the fortress 
appealed personally to the men, but 
his words were unheeded. 
The mu- 


tiny speedily assumed an aggressive 
character. The commander of the 
sapper battalion was fired upon by 
bis men and wounded. He was then 
stoned to death and thrown into the 
sea. A midshipman named Delivron, 
attached to one of the torpedo-boat 
destroyers, went out and hauled down 
the red flag from Skatudden fortress 
while the mutineers were firing on 
him. He received four bullets in the 
breast, and died in a hospital during 
the night. 


Surrounded by Guards. 


St. Petersburg, Aug. 2—The gen- 


eral telegraph office of St. Peters- 
burg and surrounding buildings were 
occupied by detachments of guards 
just before midnight. The authorities 
evidently fear a general attempt to 
cut communication between the capi- 
tal and the interior. 


Russian Flotilla Mutinies. 


Viborg, Aug. 2.—It is reported here 


that the Russian flotilla stationed at 
Hango, Finland, has mutinied, impris- 
oned the officers and sailed to the 
assistance of the mutineers at Svea- 
borg.

was not sustained by the committoo 
on credentials, which reported in fa-

only 13 of them. 


After Governor Cummins

nominated a committee was appoint- 
ed to escort him to the platform. He 
made a speech in which he said the 
thing nearest his heart was the Re- 
publican party.

The sun is setting earlier and a lit- 


tle further south each day, t,o that we 
have a perceptible shortening of the 
days. 


How or why the sun varies so in its 


point of rising and setting -J find is 
not a little puzzling to many. In. the 
summer the sun rises in the northeast 
and sets in the northwest. 
In the 


spring and autumn it rises due east 
and sets due west. 
In the winter it 


rises in the southeast and sets in the 
southwest. 


These changes in the position of the 


sun to our horizon are caused by the 
earth's changing relation to the sun 
and not by the sun's changing relation 
to us. The sun is stationary and the 
earth revolves about it in an elliptical 
orbit, with varying velocities and in- 
clined at an angle of 23 1-2 degrees 
from the perpendicular. As the sun 
shines upon one-half of the earth's 
surface at all 
times, the 
angle at 


which the earth, moves along its orbit 
naturally presents to the sun's rays a 
Tsanstantly changing exposure of sur- 
face. 
In the summer the 
rays go 


farthest north, and 
in 
the 
winter 


farthest south, so we have ever-chang- 
ing seasons, and -the variations of the 
sun as to its point of rising or setting 
on our horizon. These variations are 
technically known 
as 
••atcanations - 


north or south of the equator, and they 
never exceed 23 1-2 degrees. 


The earth, moving with a variable 


Velocity, causes the seasons to be of

It is visible at times to the naked 
eye and looks like a very faint star.

Jupiter 
rises as a morning at 2 a. m. in the 
constellation Gemini.

to Advance. 


Clovc'land, Ohio, Aug. 2— The 
Iron 


Trade .Review today says: The heavy 
buying af basic pig iron in Eastern 
Pennsylvania has 
been a prominent 


feature, the aggregate amount being 
about 100,000 tons. In Chicago there 
has been heavy buying 
of 
foundry 


grades, aggregating some 50,000 tons. 
In all centers the market has 
been 


very n'rong, with a tendency to ad- 
vancp. For Southern grades ?14 Birm- 
ingham seemed to be pretty well es- 
tablished, although large sales have 
been made within a few days at ?13.50. 
For Northern foundry irons, $17 val- 
ley furnace for No. 2 is ordinarily the 
basis. Foundries are melting more 
rapidly than they expected, and thero 
are many requests for anticipated de- 


The demand for plates and shapes 


continues active, there being 
many 


small contracts for structural material 
for industrial concerns and railroad 
bridges, while shipbuilding plants and 
car builders steadily contribute to the 
demand for plates. The principal pro- 
ducer of sheets has filled his 
order 


books in advance as far as its policy 
supplied with orders. Deliveries are 
slow. 
Specifying

tin plate is 


heavy in anticipation of the

crops. 


The bar market is strong and ac- 


tive. One Eastern concern has ob- 
tained a premium of $2 per ton on 
steel bars, but manufacturers are, as 
a rule, content to sell at quotations 
which have prevailed for some time.

History of One of World's Greatest Wrongs 


Righted After Twelve Years

How the "Syndicate of Treason," Which Condemned an Innocent 


Man to Devil's Island and All but Wrecked the French Repub- 


lic, Was Foiled at Last by Men Who Sacrificed 


Themselves to the Cause of Justice 


T 


HREE conditions prevailing in 


France in 1894 led to the ac- 
cusing and condemning of Cap- 
tain Alfred Dreyfus for treason 


in the alleged selling of military se- 
crets to the German government, says 
the New York World. 


The first and underlying cause was 


a violent agitation against Jews. 


The second was tbe discovery that 


somebody was furnishing information 
about army plans to Colonel Schwarz- 
koppen, the German military attache. 


The third was the personal unpopu- 


larity of Captain Dreyfus among his 
associates of the general staff. 


These things, combined with a ready 


unscrupulousness on the part of cer- 
tain officers to manufacture evidence 
to bear out their prejudiced theories, 
led to a concentration on the brilliant 
Jewish 
officer, his accusation, 
his 


quick trial and his deportation to a 
horrible imprisonment. 


The mills of justice grind slowly, 


but they grind sure. They have taken 
twelve years to formally establish an 
Innocence in which the world at large 
long has believed. 
If it is any satis- 


faction to the suffering man he can 
look back upon the wreck of adminis- 
trations and aspiring politicians, the 
convulsion of the whole French nation 
in violent disturbance, the disgrace of 
army officers of high rank and even 


city of Paris. Between a file of men 
Dreyfus, in uniform and carrying a 
sword, was marched before General 
Darras. The verdict of the court mar- 
tial was read. An adjutant seized the 
captain's sword and broke it across his 
knee. Then the insignia of rank were 
stripped from the condemned man's 
uniform, and the general pronounced 
the words of degradation. 


"Viva la Prance!'' cried Dreyfus in a 


loud voice. "You have degraded an in- 
nocent man. I swear I am Innocent." 


Around the square they marched him 


to parade his ignominy. His last cry 
was: 


"Tell the whole of France that I am 


innocent." 


For more than four years Dreyfus 


was buried from the world—a prisoner 
on Devil's island, where he managed to 
survive horrible hardships, solitary 
confinement, chains, fever and his 
worst fear of all, insanity. 


His Life on Devil's Island. 


In later years Dreyfus himself fur- 


nished the following description of his 
prison: "The stone hut destined for my 
use measured about thirteen yards 
square. 
The windows were grated. 


The door was of latticework, with sim- 
ple iron bars. This door led to a little 
hallway, six feet square, entrance -to 
which was closed by a solid wooden

noted of modern French novelists, armed with a revolver. Later on there 
now, alas, dead and unable to join in 
this final triumph. For simple love of 
truth he dared to take up the cause of 
a condemned man and defy govern- 
ment and army in his-famous letter 
beginning "I accuse."' 
For that he 


•was sentenced to heavy fine and im- 
prisonment and the loss of his J>egion 
of Honor button. He fled into exile. 


The other man is Colonel Picquart, 


•who sacrificed rank in the nrmy. faror, 
fortune, fought duels and 
suffered 


months of imprisonment because he 
dared proclaim tbe suilt of his brother 
officers in condemning an innocent 
man. It was be who <1i«eovcred the 
forgeries and the crimes that convicted 
Dreyfus acd had the courage to stand 
for the truth. He was cashiered in dii- 
graee. but tbe rrbahilitation of the 
chief sufferer briDg? slwit bis restora- 
tion. Without the uiM_-overie,« made liy 
Colonel Pjcqusn while '-hief of Ibe ln- 
t«H3genre bnr»nn of tb*- arniy it is 
doubtful •whether the innocence of 
l>reyfus ever could bare been estab- 
lished. 


Oreyfas Degraded. 


At 9 o'clock m ibe morning of -Ian. 5, 


JSB.%, 5.(V)0 soW^rs of the Frrn<~b army 
•were drawn up in the <"bainj>«; de Mars 
on !li«* k-f{ bank of tlif SfJiK-. in tli<» 


were added to this a rifle and a car- 
tridge belt I was forbidden to speak 
to any one but the chief guard." 


The sufferings of an innocent man in 


such circumstances can scarcely be im- 
agined. 
They are reflected in these 


passages from bis diary: 


"Until now I have worshiped reason. 


I have believed tbere was logic in 
things and events. 
1 hare believed in i 


human justice. Anything that was ir- 
rational and extravagant found diffi- 
cult entrance into my brain. Ob. what 
a breaking down of all my beliefs! 


"Since I landed a month ago I have 


remained locked in my pen. with 
closed blinds. Several times I all but 
went crazy. I bad congestion of the 
brain. 


"And then I have never any news of 


my wife and children. Yet I know 
Ibat sin<"C tbe 29th of March, nearly 
tbr"* weeks ago. tbere have been let- 
tors for roe at Cayenne 
I bare ha<l 


ttxTn tel<*graplj to Cayenne and to 
France for news of my dear ones. 
Tbere 5s no answer. 


"My day* are interminable, every 


minute of every bour a long Orswn out 


I am incapable of any 


e physical ewriion. More- 


over, from 10 in tbe morning nntil 3 
In llu- f\ filing Hie Iic.il in.'iJ..-< it im- 


possible for me to g» out. 
I cannot 


work nt my English all dny long—uiy 
brulu will not stand It—and 1 have 
nothing to read. 


"These sleepless nights are fearful. 


I manage to get through the days be- 
cause I am occupied with the thousand 
and one details of material life." 


In 1899 the steadily working forces 


of truth and justice bognn to estab- 
lish bis Innocence. 


In all European countries, especially 


In bitterly hostile France and Ger- 
many, it was the custom for the diplo- 
matic embassies to spy out us many 
military secrets as could be by bribes, 
stealing and lying. Each military at- 
tache had a retinue of sneaking hire- 
lings to obtain plans of fortresses, now 
arms and mobilization. In 1S<J4 the 
German attache in Paris was Colonel 
Schwarzkoppen. He was buying Infor- 
mation, although ambassadors were 
mutually pledged to do nothing of this 
kind. 
The intelligence office of the 


French army was keeping watch 011 
the German embassy to discover its 
sources of information. 


The Famous "Bordereau." 


Mme. Bastieu, a scrubwoman in the 


embassy, was under pay of the intelli- 
gence office to save all scraps of paper, 
which were pieced together by Major 
Henry. One day in the summer of 
1894 she turned in a piece of paper 
which afterward became known as the 
famous "bordereau." It was alleged 
to have been found in Colonel Schwarz- 
koppen's wastebasket and read: 


"Being without information as to 


whether you desire to see me, I send 
you nevertheless, monsieur, some in- 
teresting information, viz: 


"A note concerning the hydraulic 


brake of the 120 and the way the gun 
is managed. A note upon the troupes 
de couverture; some modifications will 
be carried out according to the new 
plan. A note concerning a modification 
in the formations of artillery. A note 
relative to Madagascar. The proposed 
manuel de tir of the field artillery. 


"This document is exceedingly diffi- 


cult to get hold of, and I can only have 
it at my disposal for a few days. The 
minister of war has distributed a cer- 
tain number of copies among the 
troops, and the corps are held responsi- 
ble for them. Each officer holding a 
copy is required to return it after the 
maneuvers. 


"Therefore if you will glean from it 


whatever interests you and let me 
have it again as soon as possible I will 
manage to obtain possession of it, un- 
less you would prefer that I have it 
copied in eitenso and send you the 
copy. I am just starting for the ma- 
neuvers." 


Searching For Author of Letter. 


General Mercier, minister of war; 


General Boisdeffre, chief of the general 
staff; Colonel Sandherr, head of the in- 
telligence department; Major Henry, 
his assistant, and other high officers 
began a search to discover the author 
of this treasonable letter. They com- 
pared many handwritings and finally 
suspicion pointed to Dreyfus, merely 
because some of the writing resembled 
his style. 


Dreyfus was not a dashing army of- 


ficer. He was more the brilliant stu- 
dent He was a Jew. He spoke with 
a German accent. He had a haughty 
demeanor and associated little with his 
military companions. 
He was keen, 


studious, exceedingly retentive in mem- 
ory, a tremendous worker and exceed- 
ingly precise. More than this, he was 
wealthy and rather too self confident 


There was absolutely no other evi- 


dence against Dreyfus than this simi- 
larity in handwriting; but, blinded by 
prejudice, all the chiefs, from Mercier 
down, were ready to pronounce him 
guilty immediately. 
More than this, 


tbe unscrupulous Henry was ready to 
secretly forge additional 
documents 


whenever needed in emergency, and his 
associate with the comic opera name 
of Major Du Paty de Clam joined in 
schemes of inquisition. 


It was Paty de Clam who arrested 


Dreyfus after getting him to write 
sample letters through a subterfuge. 
Tt was Paty de Clam who conducted 
the searches of papers and formulated 
the evidence for the trial. He secured 
the noted criminologist and expert Ber- 
tillon to make comparisons of hand- 
writing and decide that Dreyfus wrote 
the original bordereau. 
But all the 


scientific knowledge of the great Ber- 
tillou and bis handwriting tests in this 
case are now thrown into the dust by 
the revelations of simple truth. 


It cannot be said that there was a j 


preconceived conspiracy to entrap and I 
convict Dreyfus. 
Bnt when the sus- j 


piciou against him arose the men in I 
the army staff who disliked him were j 
only too ready to condemn him.

Wave of Anti-Semitism.

The DreyfUH family began system-

His brother, Mnthpw Drey- 
fus, spared neither time nor money In 
the great undertaking, it was slow 
and disappointing nt lint. Everything 
was hidden In the »<wt archives of 
(foe war department. The campaign 
began with the rousinc of public opin- 
ion, nnd within a your France ur^an 
to be torn by bitter controversy that 
trnbroiled the government itself. 


In 1890 a new man wns at the head 


of the Intelligence ofli<» in the person 
of Lieutenant Colonel I'iajuart. one of 
the youngest and most brilliant men in 
the army. One day the sntne Mme. 
Bastien, scrubwoman nt the German 
embassy, sent in some scraps of paper 
which, pieced out, proved to be a let- 
ter addressed to Major Esterhazy. It 
was in the handwriting of Colouel 
SehwaiTikoppen, 
but 
evidently 
had 


been torn up and another sent in its 
stead. 


New Traitor Revealed. 


Instantly there was revealed a new 


traitor in the French army camp. Es- 
terhazy was a dissolute officer, spend- 
ing most of bis time in Paris instead of 
at his post in Rouen. Tbe captured let- 
ter became known as the "petit bleu," 
being written on tbe blue stamped pa- 
per of the postoffice for immediate de- 
livery. At first Piccjuart did not con- 
nect Esterhazy with the Dreyfus af- 
fair, but one day, securing some of the 
major's handwriting, he was struck 
with the similarity between it and the 
writing on the "bordereau" on which 
Dreyfus was accused. The more he in- 
vestigated the more he became con- 
vinced that Esterhazy was the traitor 
and Dreyfus the innocent man. 


He examined the "dossier," or en- 


velope, containing the documents sup- 
posed to incriminate the captain. One 
of them was a letter of Schwarzkoppen 
referring to "that scoundrel D." The 
army clique had asserted that D. stood 
for Dreyfus. Picquart found that D. I 
stood for Dubois, a poor scribbler, who | 
was not in the army. This and the | 
"bordereau," now believed to have 
been written by Esterhazy, were its 
only contents. 
% 


But when Picquart innocently com- 


municated his discovery to his superior 
officers, many of them the same who 
had brought about the condemnation 
of Dreyfus, he met with little encour- 
agement The clique determined to 
stand together. It was decided that 
Picquart must be sidetracked. He was 
sent off.to Tunis, whence few officers 
return. It would never do to have the 
army exposed- 


Henry's Forgery. 


In his absence Henry forged a letter 


purporting to be written by tbe Italian 
military attache to the German attache j 
and found in the same old wastebas- 
ket. It read as follows: 


"I have just read that a deputy is go- 


ing to ask several questions on the 
Dreyfus affair. 
If they request any 


new explanations at Home, I shall say 
I never bad any dealings with this Jew. 
That is understood. 
If they question 


you, make the same reply, for nobody 
must ever know what has happened to 
him." 


This was to strengthen the army case 


against the prisoner in view of the ris- 
ing tide of public indignation and the 
demands in the chamber of deputies 
for investigation. 


From the summer of 1897 onward 


France was torn by discussion of the 
Dreyfus affair. It became involved in 
political maneuvers and in court pro- 
ceedings. Picquart accused Esterhazy. 
The latter was tried and acquitted. 
Picquart was disgraced and imprisoned 
by the army clique 


Zola Writes Letter of Accusation. 
Things began to look dark for tbe 


cause of justice, when Zola suddenly 
launched his public letter of accusa- 
tion, declaring Dreyfus wrongfully con- 
victed and Esterhazy acquitted to 
screen the wrong. France blazed with 
agitation. 
Zola was tried and con- 


demned to one year's imprisonment 
and fined 30.000 francs ($6,000) for! 
slander. 
He fled to England, but th« \ 


Dreyfus cause was 
revived. 
j 


In August, 1898, another conscien-' 


tious army officer. Major Cuignet, dis-1 
covered by comparison of documents \ 
that the alleged letter from the Italian j 
military attache to tbe German at-1 
tache was evidently a forgery.
